Reds Grow Arrogant 
In Flush of Victory 


The fall of Dien Bien Phu well may 
prove to be one of the turning points of 
history. There is no reason for optimism 
nor the hope that onrushing tide of Com- 
munist aggression is to be stopped in 
Asia wighout a positive counter-policy on 
the part of the United States and the 
West. 


The Reds arrogantly have rejected 
President Eisenhower's plan for an atomic 
pool for peaceful uses. They have reiter- 
ated their demands for an atomic weap- 
ons’ ban that would be less than nothing. 
To agree to their proposals would ban 
nothing—at least from Communist use. 


The Communists have rejected with 
equal arrogance French terms for a truce 
in Indochina. They have countered with 
a plan of their own that would guarantee 
eventual Red control of that country. It 
could not be accepted except at the price 
of surrender and total defeat of the West 
in Asia. 


Flush with victory at Dien Bien Phu, 
the Reds have stiffened their demands. 
Any compromise at Geneva that would 
amount to anything except.an Asiatic Mu- 
nich now seems impossible. 

In the meantime, the West still has not 
agreed upon a common policy in Asia. 
Still waiting, we face the early loss 
of Indochina to Red aggression. Moscow, 
which is directing the show, proclaims 
peaceful intentions while providing the 
sinews and brains for war. 


in the Baie wi pV oe 
play, we cannot lose sight of the giant 
stakes. Loss of the rest of Asia to Com- 
munist control would present insur- 
mountable economic, political and mili- 
tary obstacles to survival of the free 
world. Control of this vast geographical 
area by one power would be the major 
hurdle to world dominion at which 
Moscow aims. 

Great decisions must be made by 
the United States and the West in the 
coming months. They are. decisions 
fraught with grave dangers, but to fail to 
face up to facts would be a disaster from 
which we might not recover.

National Geographic 
Honors Dr. 


The National Geographic Society was 
founded in 1888 “for the increase and dif- 
fusion of geographic knowledge.” For a 
greater part of its history, Dr. John Oliver 
La Gorce has served it in one capacity or 
another. His fine work has helped it to 
realize the purposes of the founders and 
to build the society to a 1953 membership 
of 2,100,000. 


Dr. La Gorce last week was chosen 
president of the organization—a crown- 
ing tribute for his many contributions to 
its success since the turn‘of the century. 

His services have included administra- 
tive as well as research duties in the field 
of geograplfy. He became assistant secre- 
tary of the society in 1905, later serving as 
assistant editor and associate editor of the 
National Geographic Magazine. He was 
named vice president and life trustee 
in 1917, 


Internationally famous as a scientist, 
author and scholar, Dr. La Gorce has done 
as much perhaps as any living man to 
make geography and natural science unm- 
derstandable to the masses. The country 
is grateful to him and heartily approves 
his selection to head the society. 


The National Geographic Society with 
headquarters in Washington, D.C., is a 
unique organization which has performed 
public services that would. be difficult to 
measure. Supported by its members 
through annual membership fees, it pub- 
lishes the finest illustrative -magazine in 
its field. In addition it maintains a news 
service department that supplies, with- 
out cost, general geographic information 
as well as information on the society’s 
various expeditions and research proj- 
ects. Its school service department sup- 
plies bulletins weekly during the school 
year for classroom use. 


Dr. La Gorce will continue the fine 
traditions and contributions to American 
life that have become associated with the 
society under the leadership of Dr. Gil- 
bert Grosvenor, editor of its magazine 
since 1899 and president since 1920.

If there emerges a sellout to the 
Communists, this will not sur- 
prise the “left wing’’ elements 
throughout the world which have 
been clamoring for it, but there 
could be some _ grave. conse- 
quences from such a surrender, 

As Secretary Dulles said in his 
main speech here, ‘‘Peace is al- 
ways easy to achieve—by sur- 
render.’’ The United States has 
already announced it would dis- 
associate itself from such a so- 
called ‘‘settlement.’’ 

The key to this conference is 
the “‘peace at any price’ atti- 
tude which exists in so many 
countries, including the United 
States. 

It is wrong to generalize that 
none of the free nations today 


has the will to fight, for,-given a- 


real crisis—such as a threatened 
invasion—the situation would 
change overnight. But to mobi- 
lize strength to ward off such an 
invasion, to bring some sort of 
united will into being in advance 
of a crisis seems to be well nigh 
impossible.

De- 
spite all the talk about a south- 
east Asia pact, Britain hesitates.

We can now sum up the re- 
quirements for any interplane- 
tary voyage. 

(1) The ship must build up suf- 
ficient speed to escape from the 
Earth, and when it has done this 
must still have enough velocity 
left to put it into the required 
‘voyage orbit.”’ This means that 
it must start with a speed great- 
er than that needed merely to 
escape—though in most cases 
only slightly greater. 


(2) When it approaches the 

_ planet of destination, it must yse 

rocket power again to match the 

speed of the planet, and to lower 

itself safely into the planet’s 
gravitational field. 


And we have not yet discussed 
the return journey! It is that fac- 
tor which makes the problem of 
interplanetary flight so difficult. 

Spaceships will have to carry 
enough fuel for the trip home, 
which involves the same _ prob- 
lems as the outward journey. 


It can be said at once that 
there is no possibility of fulfill- 
ing these requirements, for even 
the easiest of interplanetary re- 
turn journeys, by the use of 
chemically fuelled step - rockets 
alone.

Should the Martian 
atmosphere prove too thin to per- 
mit of a landing, we may also 
have to use it there. 


(C) Finally, we have the 
“deep space” type of ship. which 
never lands on any planet. Its 
function is to travel from an orbit 
round the earth to an orbit round 
the Moon, Mars, or any other 
world, carrying personnel, fuel 
and stores. At its destination it 
would be met by a Type A or B 
ship which would make the trans- 
fer to the planet beneath. The 
ferry rocket would, of course, 
have to be carried to the planet 
by earlier Type C ships, or it 
might have travelled there prev- 
iously under its own power.
